Church traveled to Mississippi's 
Gulf Coast on March 12th, 2006 
to help residents there rebuild 
their lives following the wrath 
of Hurricane Katrina 

The communitie:, Pascagoula 
Ocean Springs, and Biloxi 
received Katrina's _ initial 
impact as she made landfall on 
August 29, 2005 bringing with 
her a 32-foot tidal wave and 
winds in excess of 125 MPH. 
Unlike New Orleans, this area 
did not receive very much 
media attention 

“The devastation of that area 
was much more than we had 
anticipated,” said Rey. Rick 
Black, the Church's pastor. 
“Here we were, going on seven 
months after the storm, and not 
a lot of rebuilding had been 
done.” 

The extent of the damage the 
volunteers found was incredi 
ble. 

“It looked like a war zone,” 


said church member Bill 
Hooper, who spoke from experi 
ence, having witnessed first 
hand the bomb-damaged, post 
surrender Germany during 
World War II. “The pictures 
just can't show it. You have to 
See it and feel it 

While the wind did its share of 
mischief, the water took a 
greater toll. Not only does the 
water cause damage on the way 
in, but, because it goes out as 
fast as it comes in, it keeps 
right on destroying everything 
in its path - even roadways and 
bridges 

Antebellum mansions on the 
coast, the summer homes of 
long-ago rich plantation owners 
are gone. They have been com 
pletely swept away from the 
land they occupied for hun 
dreds of years - resulting in one 
of the worst cultural disasters 
in our nation's history.

setbacks are indeed set at a 
minimum of 10-feet, but build 
ings facing Middlesex Avenue 
may not be built to a height of 
48-feet as Mr. West states. 
According to Section 10.6 
(Dimensional Regulations) of 
the proposed overlay district, 
the front portion of buildings 
facing Middlesex Avenue may 
only be 2.5 stories and may 
only be as high as 35 feet 

Buildings built behind those 
facing Middlesex Avenue may 
be as high as 40-feet

Closing North St. School not an option for Tewksbury 


To the editor, 

As Chairman of the Tewksbury 
School Committee, I must 
respond to the Town Crier's 
headline article of the April 12 
edition “North Street 
Elementary School Closing?” 
From past personal experiences 
with the Town Crier and its 
staff, | hold the paper in high 
regard. However, this headline 
and the accompanying article 
represent a degree of journalis- 
tic irresponsibility I have rarely 
witnessed during my time of 
public involvement 


At the Town-wide Budget 
Subcommittee meeting on 
Monday, April 10, the School 


Committee distributed a list of 
budget cuts and fee increases it 
has been considering in an 
attempt to bring our F'Y07 bud- 
get request closer to the Town 
Manager's — recommendation. 
Though the School Committee 
has indicated little interest in 
pursuing most of these cuts or 
fee increases, even if we imple- 
mented all of them we would 
still be $700,000 away from the 
Town Manager's number. At the 
end of that list were four addi- 
tional items, which I made very 
clear to the subcommittee were 
changes the School Committee 
was not discussing seriously and 
had no intention of pursuing. 
We derived these figures when 
creating our budget request 
after the Finance Committee 
recommended that departments 
submit F'Y07 budgets at a level 
5% under our FY06 budget. I 
stated that we included these 
items only to illustrate how deep 
a chasm exists between the 
department's request and the 
‘Town Manager's recommenda- 
tion, since even if we made one 
of these major changes, we 
would still not reach the recom- 
mended level 

One of these items was the 
closing of the North Street 
School, with a cost savings of 
$558,000. Why the North Street? 
It has nothing to do with the 
quality of the school. Simply 
put. it is centrally located and 


we could transfer its students to 
other schools for the least 
increase in transportation cost 
Does anyone want to do it? Of 
course not. It would result in 
class sizes over 30 in all our ele- 
mentary schools and would have 
a destructive effect on our entire 
program. But, if our FY07 bud- 
get was at 95% of our FY06 bud- 
get, a $3.4 million decrease from 
our FY07 budget proposal, we 
may have had to consider it, 
along with many other similarly 
awful cuts. We now face cutting 
$1.1 million from our budget pro- 
posal, which is still no picnic, 
but it is unlikely that we will 
have to consider this most dras- 
tic of actions, 

After the April 10 meeting, the 
Town Crier reporter asked for a 
copy of the list we had distrib- 
uted. We declined, saying we 
would release it after we pre- 
sented it at our April 12 School 
Committee meeting. After we 
met with the Selectmen at their 
April 11 meeting, the reporter 
again asked for the list, and we 
again declined until our meeting 
the next night. Procedurally, we 
wanted to present and explain 
the information to the public 
before releasing it to the media, 
especially since some of the 


items are sensitive. The 
reporter was disheartened 
because her deadline was 


Tuesday night, and she men- 
tioned having seen some of the 
items while reading the sheet 
over someone’s shoulder on 
Monday night. I sense this sur- 
reptitious reading of the sheet 
was the “reliable, but uncon- 
firmed source” cited in the arti- 
cle, and that the reporter filed 
the article with more concern 
about making a deadline than 
with reporting the facts, since 
waiting for the official release of 
the information would have 
meant waiting until the next edi- 
tion. 

At the April 12 School 
Committee meeting, we present- 
ed the list, including these large 
items. I again tried to make 
clear that these items were on

Before searching the Internet 
try Tewksbury Public Library's 
EbscoHost History Reference 
Center database. The power of 
the History Reference Center is 
in the breadth of its content 
You can listen to and see videos 
of amazing orators like Martin 
Luther King, Jr., view images 
of historical ships, read 
excerpts from books about 
Abraham Lincoln written dur- 
ing the period of expansion and 
manifest destiny in US history, 
or search for articles in news- 
papers and magazines on topics 
like genocide. 

You can use the database for 
free from home by going to the 
Library's web site (www.tewks- 
burypl.org), and clicking on the 
online databases tab. You will 
be prompted to enter in your 
library card number in order to 
access the database. If you do 
not have a library card, stop by 
the Tewksbury Library with 
some proof of residency. 
Signing up for a library card 
only takes a few minutes. 

Some recent sample searches 
can help illustrate what a gold 
mine of information the History 
Reference Center database is. 
For example, say you are look 
ing for articles on genocide that 
has occurred in other coun 
tries. In the basic search screen 
you can type. in genocide and 
Yugoslavia in the search box, 
check the box marked linked 
full text, select your reading 
level (e.g., . grade 9 to 12), and 
check the box marked automat 
and” search terms. Your 
results will give you entire arti 
cle coverage on what genocide 
is and on people like Slobodan 
Milosevic. 

The advanced search screen 
has some additional nice fea 
tures. Say you were interested 
in finding information about 
Abraham Lincoln prior to his 
becoming president and the US 


Civil War. With the timeline 
feature you can limit your

The Moderator, elected every 
three years, presides over the 
‘Town Meeting using Roberts 
Rules of Order, Revised as the 
determining rules of parlia 
mentary law as provided in the 
town bylaws, The Moderator is 
located on the stage, behind the 


podium Wilmington's 
Moderator is Jim Stewart 
We'll learn a litte bit’ more 
about his role further on in this 
arucle. 


The Board of Selectmen, com 

prised ot tive members elected 
for three-year staggered terms, 
is recognized by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts as the Town's 
chiet elected officials, The 
Board is responsible — for 
appointing the Town Manager 
the Board of Appeals, the Town 
Counsel and the Town 
Accountant. The Selectmen are 
also responsible for issuing 
numerous licenses including 
alcohol licenses, common vict- 
ualer licenses and licenses to 
operate automobile  dealer- 
ships. The Selectmen serve on 
a part-time basis and are 
responsible for drafting the 
warrant. The Selectmen are 
seated to the right of the 
Moderator. 

The Town Clerk, appointed by 
the Town Manager, maintains 
the official record of Town 
Meeting proceedings and elec- 
tions and also sei as a time- 
keeper. The Town Clerk pre- 
pares the ballot and material 
for town elections. The Town 


Clerk sits adjacent to the Town 
Moderator. 

The Town Manager, appointed 
by the Selectmen, is the chief 
administrative officer of 
Wilmington and is responsible 
for the preparation of the annu- 
al operating budget and a capi- 
tal outlay program for Town 
Meeting consideration. The 
Town Manager assists the 
Selectmen by speaking to oper: 
ational matters of the Town. 
The Town Manager is seated 
with the Selectmen 

The Town Counsel, appointed 
by the Selectmen, serves as 
legal counsel to town officials, 
boards and committees. At the 
request of the Moderator, Town 
Counsel may address Town 
Meeting to offer an opinion of 
the legality of the proposed 
bylaw changes as well as other 
matters in the disposition of the 
Town's business. Town Counsel 
is seated with the Selectmen. 

The Finance _ Committee, 
appointed by the Moderator 
and the Chairperson of the 
Board of Selectmen, presents 
an over view of the financial 
position of the Town, the finan 
cial impact of the actions being 
considered at the Town 
Meeting, and makes a recom 
mendation on each article 
included in the warrant. The 
Finance Committee is seated to 
the left of the Moderator. 

The Planning Board makes a 
recommendation to the Town 
Meeting on all zoning articles 
Planning Board articles require 
a public hearing prior to the 
board taking its vote on the 
zoning issue. The report of the 
public hearing and the vote of 
the Planning Board are avail- 
able at Town Meeting. The 
Planning Board is seated to the 
front of the gymnasium. 

The Tellers count votes if a 
“Teller” or “counted” vote is 
required 

The Role of the 
Meeting Moderator: 

Town Meeting procedures are 
consistent from town to town. 
However, each town establishes 
its own traditions for the con-

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ed toward quorum if they have 
registered with the Checkers. 


duct of the Moderator and 
codes at its Town Meetings. 
Some traditions can evolve into 
bylaws. Most _ traditions 
become routine and carry over 
from meeting to meeting with- 
out formalized votes or specific 
bylaws. Since each Town 
Meeting is a separate and 
unique opportunity for voters to 
assemble to conduct Town 
affairs, the Moderator has the 
responsibility of incorporating 
and adapting these traditions 
with consistency, into the con- 
duct of the meeting. A light- 
hearted example of one such 
tradition is Mr. Stewart's annu- 
al joke about doubling his 
salary as “double of nothing is 
nothing!” It's his humorous 
way of letting Town Meeting 
Members know that his unbi- 
ased, impartial position is 
unpaid. 

The following is expected of 
the Town Moderator: 

1 Call Town Meeting to 
order at the designated location 
and time. 

2. Request actions from 
the floor (ie, make a motion 


under an article, second a 
motion) 

3 Establish time limits 
for presentations and debate. 

a Limit presentations by 
article sponsor - fifteen (15) 
minutes 

b. Limit each voter's 
debate (question, comment or 
motion) - three (3) minutes 

¢ Limit responses to 
voter's debate 

d After each thirty (30) 


minutes of debate, confirm that 
additional time for debate is 
necessary by requesting a 
motion to “Call the Question” 

4 Warn presenters and 
voters when they are approach- 
ing the time limit 

5. Recognize speakers at 
the microphones: voters use 
microphones at the front of the 
gymnasium, while town offi- 
cials use other microphones at 
their seats. 

6 Recognize approved 
non-voters who wish to address 
the meeting.

Procedural Terms 

An AMENDMENT to the 
motion under discussion may 
be offered by any voter and 
must be submitted in writing to 
Town Counsel for review and 
then to the Moderator prior to 
or at the time the motion to 
amend is made.

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‘lems. It has completely dam- 
“aged the area's vegetation. It's 
corroded all electrical wiring, not 
to mention having completely 
Soaked through drywall and tim- 
ber. Now mold and mildew 
thtives and poses health risks to 
the city's inhabitants. 

Debris from splintered wood to 
children's toys, kitchen appli- 
ances to cars and boats is still 
strewn about the area, which was 
not considered a flood zone until 
this storm. 

“In the history of Pascagoula - 
two-and-a-half to three miles 
inland - floods had never hap- 
pened before,” observed Paul 
Hipple who documented the 
group's trip in photographs and 
on. video. 


The Church's volunteers joined 
many other faith-based groups 
from all over the United States, 
including Alaska, in working 
alongside residents with projects 
from re-roofing to completely 
gutting their destroyed homes. 
“Thousands of people have felt 
compelled to reach out to others,” 
stated Rev. Black.

“People know that I've always 
dealt fairly with people as a 
police officer over the last 20 
years and as a member of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
for the last 10 years,” Fiore said. 
“There is one recent issue on the 
Housing Authority that I've taken 
some heat for, but overall my 
time there has been very positive. 

Fiore has faced criticism from 
opposing factions for the way in 
which he dealt with an Ethics 
Commission investigation involv- 
ing a fellow Wilmington Housing 
Authority member, but Fiore 
maintains that he has followed 
the advice of legal counsel every 
step of the way. 

“It was a very good, clean cam- 
paign,” Fiore said. “Everyone 
was focused on the issues and 
“there was no mudslinging.” 

West had no'regrets about his 
three years as a selectman. 

“I feel like I accomplished a lot 
for the town and I enjoyed the 
entire experience immensely,” 
West said. “I'm disappointed in 
the overall voter turnout more 
than anything else. I wish more 
people came out and participated 
in the democratic process no 
matter which candidate they 
‘were for.” 

West was non-committal as to 
what his role in town politics 
would be going forward. As of 
election night, he had not given 
any thought to whether he would 
run for a seat on the Board next

the Superfund list on Sept. 14, 
2005, triggering a public comment 
and review period 

‘The 53-acre Wilmington proper- 
ty is one of six sites across the 
country being added to the NPL, 
and is the only site in New 
England to be added. Sites are 
proposed or added to the NPL as 
part of EPA's periodic review of 
the Superfund program. EPA 
identifies and evaluates potential 
Superfund NPL sites according to 
threats to nearby populations 
through actual or potential conta- 
mination of soils, groundwater, 
surface water or air. 

With today's listing, there are 
now 115 Superfund sites on the 
NPL in New England, including 
36 in Massachusetts. Across the 
nation, there are now 1,244 active 
sites on the NPL. 

The former Olin Chemical plant 
was used for chemical manufac- 
turing beginning in 193 by a 
series of companies, and was ulti- 
mately purchased by the Olin 


year. 

“I'm going to go to bed tonight, 
get up tomorrow morning, go to 
church, and spend the day with 
my family,” West said. 

Selectman Michael Newhouse 
was the only sitting selectman 
present at Town Hall Saturday 
night. He had endorsed Fiore 
throughout the campaign. 

“Most importantly, Charlie 
Fiore is a good man who has 
spent the last 20 years serving the 
town admirably as a police offi- 
cer and we share many of the 
same values in terms of what is 
important to Wilmington,” 
Newhouse said. “Furthermore, 
he has always been supportive of 
me, particularly during difficult 
times, and he did so without any- 
one asking him to. I see loyalty 
as a virtue, not a vice. For all 
those reasons I could not have 
supported anyone else in this 
race.” 

Also on the ballot were uncon- 
tested races for the position of 
Town Moderator and for seats on 
the School Committee, Housing 
Authority, and the 
Redevelopment Authority. 

James Stewart topped the over- 
all ticket and will continue to 
serve as Wilmington's Town 
Moderator with 1,802 votes. 

Barbara Breakey and Steven 
Higgins will both finish the two- 
years remaining on unexpired 
three-year terms left vacant by 
resignations. Breakey garnered 
1,432 votes and Higgins garnered 
1,329 votes. 


Corporation in 1980. The plant 
produced chemical blowing 
agents, stabilizers, antioxidants 
and other specialty chemical 
products for the rubber and plas- 
tics industry. Olin closed the 
plant in 1986. 

Wastewater disposal and gener- 
al handling of chemicals and 
waste products at the plant led to 
significant environmental conta- 
mination. Principal contami- 
nants of concern include ammo- 
nia, sodium, chromium and 
NDMA (N-nitrosodimethy- 
lamine), Groundwater contami- 
nation associated with releases 
from the site stretches in a plume 
extending about 3/4 of a mile 
west from the Olin Chemical 
property, and has forced closure 
of five municipal water supply 
wells which served more than 
7,000 people, 

For many years, the Olin 
Corporation worked with the 
Mass. Dept. of Environmental 
Protection (MassDEP) to investi- 
gate and clean up the site under 


Activity Center 
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Planning Board and Planning 
Department, create a more effi- 
cient and attractive use of the 
land in-line with the existing 
overall character of the town 
while maximizing tax revenue. 

As an overlay district, rather 
than a rezoning, the NACOD 
would not make current property 
uses non-conforming, thereby 
providing greater opportunity 
and flexibility to property owners 
to respond to market conditions. 

According to Carole Hamilton, 
Massachusetts’ current economic 
climate, which is not conducive to 
Warehouse space and industrial 
usés, makes this an ideal time to 
encourage redevelopment and 
improvements to that area, 

“If these properties were flour- 
ishing and fully rented, it is 
unlikely that change would 
occur,” Hamilton said. 

Critics of the NACOD point to 
the frontage setback, which they 
argue is too close to the street, 
and to height restrictions, which 
they argue are too high. 

Frontage setbacks require a 


: minimum of 10-feet in an effort to 
| create for a more walkable area 


in which pedestrians do not have 
to trudge across yards and yards 
of’ pavement to reach various 


, store entrances. Wilmington 


Plaza is an example of outdated 
planning, with its expansive park- 
ing lot and a structure of linear 
design, which encourages vehicu- 
lar travel over pedestrian traffic. 
By clustering several businesses 
in a walkable area, it is more like- 
ly that a shopper will accomplish 
several shopping errands without 
driving from one end of a plaza to 
the other. 

It should be noted that the 10- 
foot setback is established from 
property lines, not from the 
street. The sidewalks along 
Middlesex Avenue automatically 
add to the 10-foot minimum set- 
back. In areas without sidewalks, 
a paved sidewalk of at least 8-feet 
in width shall be provided within 
the front yard setback. 

No flat-roofed buildings are per- 
mitted in the NACOD and build- 
ings fronting Middlesex Avenue 
are limited to 35-feet in height - 
up to the mean of the pitch of the 
roof (roughly half of the roof). 
As an example, the Hiller 
Building, which is the white 
building located behind the Bank 
of America on Main Street, is 35- 
feet tall. The Stuart Building on 
Middlesex Avenue, which abuts 
Rotary Park, stands too tall for 
the NACOD with a height of 38- 
feet. 

NACOD buildings built behind 
those fronting Middlesex Avenue 


Despite the distressful situation, 
locals opened their hearts to wel- 
come helping hands providing 
shelter and meals to the out-of- 
town missionaries. Morning 
breakfast included such hearty 
Southern fare such as grits, pork 
chops, biscuits and gravy, 

“If it weren't for the faith-based 
and volunteer groups helping out, 
they'd still be living in trailers,” 
says Jami Blackburn. “Their 
homes have been completely 
destroyed; they have to go back to 
work and literally can't take the 
time to fix their homes.” 

Certainly, the volunteers’ aid 
has forged a partnership with 
homeowners who no longer need 
to feel overwhelmed by resurrect- 
ing their homes on their own. 
Members of the Wilmington 


Suzanne Cushing and Kimberly 
Peterson both won three year 
terms on the School Committee 
with 1,463 votes and 1,403 votes 
respectively. 

John Goggin won a seat on the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
with 1,476 votes. 

No candidate campaigned for 
the opening on the 
Redevelopment Authority, but 
Charles Gilbert will be accepting 
the position with 12 write-in 
votes, 

Saturday marked the very first 
Wilmington election for newly 
appointed Town Clerk Sharon 
George. 

“All of the election workers were 
wonderful to me in my first elec- 
tion here,” George said 

The 16 percent voter turnout 
was down from last year's 20 per- 
cent, but George attributes that 
decrease to the beautiful weather, 
the following day being Easter, 
and the election's coinciding with 
Wilmington Little League's open- 
ing day. 

Another contributing factor to 
the disappointing turnout may 
have been the fact that election 
workers found quite a few resi- 
dents showing up at the polls as 
early as 9:00 a.m., though voting 
locations did not open until 10:00 
a.m. George speculates that a 
portion of those early-risers may 
not have had a chance to return 
later to cast a vote. 

“If I had to put money on it, 
though, I'd say it was the weath- 
er,” George said

would be allowed to be as high as 
40-feet. Only during considera- 
tion for a Special Permit may the

Hodge finds the time 
to finish in good time

It's hard to imagine a wife 
and a mother of three girls, 
who is working to get her mas. 
ter's degree, has anytime to do 
anything. But somehow the 45- 
year-old Lisa Hodge has sched- 
uled time to participate in pres- 
tigious athletic events. She does 
at least ten triathlons a yea 
and tries to run about 35 to 50 
miles a week on the streets. 

And on Monday afternoon, 
she competed in her fourth 
Boston Marathon, finishing 
with her personal best time of 
4:28.52 which is about 20 min- 
utes better than her other three 
finishes 

“I came in (to the finish line) 
feeling very strong,” she said 
“My family was tracking me 
and they were getting worried 
that I was clipping off miles as 
fast as I was. They were afraid 
for me. But I felt so awesome. I 
came across the finish line feel- 
ing so strong. I remember turn- 
ing down Haverford Street and 
down to Boylston Street saying 
‘wow I'm done’, I just couldn't 
believe how strong I felt.” 

Hodge grew up in Melrose and 
graduated from MHS in 1978. 
She said she played softball, 
basketball and track in her ear- 
lier days at the school until she 
started to sway in another 
direction. 

*I played sports early in high 
sehool and I then I just 
stopped,” she said. “I met this 
crowd and | did a lot of party- 
ing for about a year and a half. 


I regret that so much. I really 
enjoyed playing all of the sports 
and it just stopped for me.” 

But then when she graduated 
high school and turned 18, 
Hodge got back into sports and 
took up running as a hobby. She 
since got married to her hus: 
band Michael, and had three 
daughters, Christie, 22, Sarah 
20 and Janelle, 17, but has con 
tinued to lace up the running 
sneakers hitting the streets as 
early and as often as she can, 
while cooking dinner, attending 
classes and writing papers 
working to get her third degree 
in social work 

During that time she also 
schedules time to join her 
friends down at Silver Lake in 
preparation for the triathlons 
she does about every other 
weekend during the summer. 
There she usually does a half 
mile swim, then a 15-mile bike 
ride followed up by a 5K run 
All of that led her into partici 
pating in the Boston Marathon 

“I was always a bandit runner 
before,” she said. “But since 
September 11th happened, it’s 
much harder to jump in and 
join the other runners because 
of all the barricades and secu- 
rity. My time wasn't good 
enough to qualify.” 

Hodge ran as a bandit three 
times before Monday. But in 
order to get an official number 
for the 110th annual run, she 
ended up joining — the 
Merrimack Valley Striders run- 
ning club out of Andover. She 
was able to get an invitational 


number and she believes join 
ing along side a handful of 
other avid runners, made it 
even better for her this time 
around. 

“I think since being part of 
the club I 0 much more 
prepared this time around,” she 
said. “I was much more 
focused. I wanted to have a bet- 
ter time and I think training 
with them really helped me do 
that.” 

Hodge was very consistent 
during the 26.2 mile journey. 
She had a very respectable 
10:16 pace and at the half 
marathon mark she had a 2:07 
time, finishing the final 13 
miles at 2:21, She said the 
weather was perfect, and she 
really didn’t struggle at any 
time during the race even on 
those tough hills. 

“When I was training | did a 
lot of running in Reading and 
Wakefield,” she said. “In 
Wakefield, I did a lot on 
Prospect Street and there's a 
huge hill there, so this year 
Heart Break Hill really wasn't 
a problem for me.” 

And after hitting Heart Break 
Hill around the 20th and 2ist 
miles, soon thereafter Lisa 
Hodge came to the finish line 
with a big entourage awaiting 
for her. 

“I family just couldn't believe 
how energized I was when it 
was 01 he said. “I had fam- 
ily come up from New Jersey 
and my kids were there holding 
signs and it was just so much 
fun.” 


Proulx changes in his Sox

A year ago Monday, David 
Proulx was one of the 35,000 
fans who were cheering on the 
Red Sox during the team's 
annual home Patriots Day 
baseball game. A year later he 
was running around the Green 
Monster. 

While the loud crowd certain- 
ly had a lot to cheer about after 
Mark Loretta’s walk-off two 
run homer to lead the Sox over 
the Mariners on Monday, 
Proulx wasn’t in the bleachers 
this time around. Many of those 
same fans then traveled from 
Fenway Park down to Boylston 
Street to continue cheering. 
This time it wasn't for Manny 
Ramirez or Kevin Youkilis, it 
was for the thousands upon 
thousands of runners who 
crossed the finish line of the 
prestigious 110th annual Boston 
Marathon. Proulx was one of 
them. 

The 39-year-old Wilmington 
resident competed in his first 
and most likely last marathon. 


He finished with a_ very 
respectable 3:40.12 time, but 
said that he'll probably stick to 
the shorter races from here on 
out. 

“Would I run it again tonight, 
no,” joked Proulx several hours 
after finishing it. “I would have 
to think about doing it in the 
future. It’s a lot of work. It was 
pretty cool to do it, but I think 
right now my summer looks 
like a lot of 10 (kilometer 
races). Right after Heartbreak 
Hill my legs starting hurting. 
Right around the 2ist mile 
mark, it just fell apart for me.” 

Proulx grew up in Roslindale, 
Mass and attended Catholic 
Memorial High School, gradu- 
ating in 1985. He went on to 
Northeastern University and 
graduated with an electrical 
engineering degree and now 
works at Mitre Cooperation in 
Bedford. He said he’s always 
been an avid runner since high 
school and is glad he took on 
this challenge. 

“A friend of mine (Catherine 
Cornell of Westwood) ran it last 


year,” he said 

Proulx added that Cornell is a 
part of the Mass General Team, 
running on behalf of a 106 per- 
son group in honor of the 
Pediatrie Cancer Research 
There runners get paired up 
with a child who has cancer. 
Because there's. not a child for 
every runner, Proulx didn't 
have the chance of being paired 
up. But he did end up raising 
$3,800 for the organization. 

Proulx said that he commit- 
ted to the marathon last July 
but at that time he didn’t think 
it was a reachable goal 

“I did the Wilmington half 
marathon last year and I felt 
awful at that time,” he said 

Proulx said that after that 
half marathon, he really 
trained hard to get himself pre- 
pared for Monday’s race. He 
said the temperatures were 
perfect which helped him come 
across the finish line with that 
3:40 time. 

“Yeah not bad for an old guy,” 
he said.

The 110th annual Boston 
Marathon was another success 
as the 26.2 mile journey kicked 
off on Monday afternoon under 
cloudy skies but comfortable 
temperatures. 

According to the Boston 
Marathon website, 15 locals 
from Wilmington started and 
completed the race. For the 
second straight year, Simonetta 
Piergentilli finished first from 
the locals, taking 505th overall, 
including 23rd as a female and 
4th in her 41-50 age group. She 
came across the finish line with 
an official time of 2:52.28, with 
a very impressive 6:35 pace. 

Following Piergentilli came 
Coreen Lowney, 32, who came 
across at 3:07.36, good for 92nd 
overall in the female division 
Jeff Walsh, who was featured in 
last. week’s edition, was the 
first male to come across at 
3:25.47 

“It was a great day for run- 
ning,” said Walsh. “The weath. 
er was just perfect. Running 
with a large group like that was 
empowering. You could really 
feel the willpower of the other 
runners and that, combined 
with the spectator support 
made the miles click by sur 
prisingly fast.” 

Walsh added that having his 
family on hand and giving him 
support made such a big differ 
ence especially towards the lat- 
ter part of the race. 

“I saw my family and friends 
at the 128 overpass and that re- 
energized me for the run to 


Boston,” he said. “The last four 
miles were tough though. My 
legs were burning, but then I 
caught sight of the Citgo sign in 
Kenmore square and you know 
if you make it there you've only 
got a mile to go After 
Kenmore, you set your sights 
on the Hancock Tower and keep 
chugging along When I made 
that final turn onto Boylston St 
and saw the Marathon arch 
over the finish, | must have 
been smiling from ear to ear. 

“My frend Chris Perry had 
run in from the half way point 
and greeted me at the finish 
My wife Cathy had jumped on 
the T in Newton and made her 
way to the finish line. To see 
them both at the end of such an 
effort was just incredible.” 

This was Walsh's first Boston 
marathon and although he 
missed the time he wanted, he 
said it was a day he'll never for:

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Cerebral Palsy doesn’t stop Goldman

It would take a lot more than 
a blown tire and a nasty crash 
to stop Kenny Goldman from 
completing his dream race. 
Goldman completed his first 
Boston Marathon on Monday 
He crossed the finish line in 
Boston at 26 The 
Tewksbury native, who compet 
ed in cross-country when he 
was in high school, has cere. 
bral palsy and is confined to a 
wheelchair when he races 
Monday morning's race was 
one that Goldman said he 
would never forget 

“You get goose bumps looking 
at guys in front of you,” he said 
“Being in that elite group was a 
thrill for me, even if it was just 
for a minute or two. Hearing 
‘America the Beautiful 
amazing.” 

Goldman has been training 
since last year with former 
Tewksbury High track coach 
Bob MacDougall. MacDougall 
was at Heartbreak Hill this 
year, cheering on Goldman 
During the winter, Goldman 
trained at World's Gym in 


was 


Tewksbury when the weather 
was an issue. Not all Boston 
Marathons are in perfect sunny 
conditions, so Goldman trained 
in the rain a few times. Two 
weeks ago he went to 
Hopkinton at five in the morn- 
ing to train 

The weather was perfect for a 
morning wheelchair race 
Goldman's first Boston 
Marathon “went well, except 
for some small issues.” One of 
those issues was a blown tre. 
The rubber on one of his wheels 
blew off, and the rubber would 
continually hit Goldman on the 
shoulder. At mile 12, he pulled 
over to a water stop and told 
someone just to tear the rubber 
off 

The second issue was a little 
more serious. Just before he 
headed into Boston, Goldman 
encountered the Green Line's 
trolley tracks. The lead pack of 
men had already passed him, 
and he was in the second, large 
pack of men. He tried to go 
over the tracks, but ended up 
crashing 

“I was down for two or three 
minutes,” he said. “It sounded 


like a NASCAR crash. One of 
the officials helped me up and | 
was on my way again. | was 
too stubborn to quit.” 

Goldman said his goal ume 
was three hours. With the 
mishaps he had, he said that al! 
things considered. he did pretty 
well 

Expect Goldman to be a regu 
lar in Hopkinton on Patriot's 
Day. He says he had this 
dream since he was 15, and he 
doesn't plan on stopping. 

“I plan on doing it again,” he 
says. “I have that bug. The 
day I can’t do it, Pl stop. I'm 
in better shape now then when 
1 was 18,7 

Goldman says a good goal for 
next year would be for a time 
less than three hours. As tor 
the right now, Goldman just 
wants to savor his first 
marathon experience. 

“I'm going to take a full week 
off then ease my way back in 
he said. “I'll look for a 15K 
race in the fall, and then start 
to build up the mileage. Your 
body can only handle about two 
or three marathons a year | 
don't want to overdo it.”

A terrific young man, athlete, 
Sean Kerrigan will be missed

The worst part of this job is 
writing articles like this one. 
Right now there's really noth- 
ing worse than trying to get 
my fingers to type out some 
words. Since after all, words 
aren't feelings. 

On Monday night, I found 
out that Wilmington resident 
Sean Kerrigan, age 26, passed 


away unexpectedly. 

A 1997 Wilmington High 
graduate, Kerrigan was an 
outstanding athlete. On the 
football tield he was a terrific 
running back but an even bet- 
ter linebacker’ He was 
blessed with size, tremendous 
athletic ability, and had that 


competitive drive that not too 
many kids had then, or have 
today 

On the wrestling mat, he 
wasn't the most gifted or 
most skilled grappler, but 
again his size, determination 
and just overall strength led 
him to many victories. His 
best sport came on the dia- 
morid. He was a sensational 
baseball player, especially 
with the bat 

I have many fond memories 
of Sean Kerrigan. My first 
came when he was 12 years 
old. | was umpiring an intown 
major ue baseball game 
and he was playing for the 
Orioles, coached by a friend 
of mine Brian Kane. During 
Sean's first at bat | called 
what him out on strike three 
and he didn’t like the call, 
The next at bat, he smacked a 
home run and when he 
touched home plate, he gave 
my the evil eyes and said 
something along the lines of 
“take that", which actually 
was pretty funny coming 
from a 12-year-old. 

The memories continued as 
he went on to high school 
whether it be on the football 
field, on the wrestling mat or 
on the baseball field. He was 
a very hard working kid 
Relatively quiet, Kerrigan did 
his work, had fun at it and 
always had that quirky smile 
going. 


I remember three specific 
things about him that I'll 
never forget. First | remem- 
ber writing a story on him 
because he made his own 
wooden baseball bats. He 
would make them in wood 
shop, and use them in games. 


He belted many hits with the 
bats, and we joked at the time 
that was “Wonder Boy” from 
the old classic movie “the 
Natural”, except Sean was 
right handed. 

The second thing I remem- 
ber, and to this day will never, 
ever forget is seeing him 
down on the baseball field on 
the weekends. During his 
days at WHS, and then when 
he went on to play baseball at 
UMass Lowell, Sean would be 
down at the high school field 
with his father on Saturday 
and Sunday mornings. 

I coached several summer 
league baseball teams and 
we'd have practice in the 
morning. We'd arrive and 
there would be Sean at third 
base with his father hitting 
ground ball after groundball 
after groundball to him. Then 
his father would get up to the 
mound, and throw pitch after 
pitch after pitch to his son 
who would show the young- 
sters how to really hit a base- 
ball. I'll never forget those 
days. I never have actually 
because you don’t see that 
anymore. 


It was those days that 
helped lead Sean to his play- 
ing days at UMass Lowell. 
There he had a very solid 
career, which included mak- 
ing two appearances in 
Alabama in the Division 2 
College World Series. He was 
a versatile player for the 
River Hawks, mostly playing 
the outfield. 

Today Kerrigan ranks as 
one of the all-time best hitters 
in UML history. He ranks 5th 
all-time in doubles (41), 7th 
all-time in games played 
(151), 8th all-time in home 
runs (17) and RBI (117), 9th 
all-time in runs scored (140) 
and base hits (184), 10th all- 
time in stolen bases (34) and 
12th all-time in singles (120). 

Legendary UML Coach Jim 
Stone really liked him. I'd go 
down to a practice, or a game, 
and Stone always spoke very 
highly of Kerrigan, about his 
abilities on the field, and as a 
person off the field. I remem- 
ber getting a hold of Sean 
while he was in Alabama and 
competing in the World Series 
and how thrilled he was to be 
able to ‘contribute to the 
team's success. 

Several months ago, when I 
compiling my top ten lists of 
the athletes I’ve seen here in 
Wilmington, I ran into Sean 
and told him about it. I told 
him he was on my list but I 
didn't know exactly what 
number. He had that smile on 
his face, shook my hand and 
really thanked me for even 
thinking of him. That's how 
he always was very polite and 
very appreciative. 

The third thing I'll always 
remember with Sean is he 
always called me “James”. 
Back when he was in high 
school, I had James on my 
byline but then later changed 
it. Everytime I bumped into 
Sean, it was “Hey James”. No 
one to this day calls me that, 
nevermind a former athlete. 

Sean Kerrigan was a terrific 
young man who I'll never for- 
get. My extended condolences 
go out to his entire family.

At a recent press preview, 
Museum Curator Linda 
Hartigan said, “The exhibit 
calls up a display of experi 
ences.” 

She added that this is the 
first large exhibit since renova: 
tions were completed at the 
museum. Peabody Essex dis- 
plays the heritage of the area 
and its links to New England’s 
famed China Trade. 

In one of many aspects that 
set off the art exhibit from 
more formal —_ showings, 
Fairbrother has artfully com: 
bined poetry next to the dis 
plays of clas: art work. The 
artwork is the combination of 
pieces on display at some of 
the largest art museums in the 
world and also from private 
collectors who have loaned 
their valuable masterpieces for 
public viewing. 

According to Fairbrother. 
the name conveys all the crite. 
ria used in selecting. what 
pieces would be put on display 
They had to be a painting; they 
had to be a summer scene; and 
they had to be a scene that 
takes place within the six state

region of New England. 

“\t is a very broad display,” 
Fairbrother said. “The time 
frame is broad, from the 1850's 
to the present.” 

He added, “It has a loose 
definition of summer. It is real 
ly spring to early fall.” 

Fairbrother explained that 
in many of the works the trees 
have green leaves and the only 
works he excluded were those 
showing the bright crisp colors 
of the New England fall. 

“It was nice to show as 
diverse array of painting, of 
the art of painting, as possi- 
ble,” Fairbrother said 

He noted that the exhibit, 
which spans six galleries on 
the second floor of the muse- 
um, is not set up in any chrono- 
logical or linear order. Neither 
is it organized by style, 
although the rooms contain 
examples of impressionist, 
abstract and expressionist art 

“The exhibit has moments 
where themes come to the 


fore,” Fairbrother said.

that abut 50 percent of the 
paintings are Massachusetts 
scenes and Maine is the second 
most represented of the states 

As if to show off the dichoto- 
my of styles when the viewer 
enters the first gallery, he or 
she is greeted by Neil Welliver's 
96” by 96” oil on canvas piece 
“Late Light” painted in 1978. It 
depicts a tranquil forest setting 
with lush greens and the late 
afternoon light being diffused 
by the branches and shadows 
being cast by rocks. 

As a contrast, Fairbrother 
has placed Edward Hopper's 
depression era piece, “Road and 
Houses, South Truro” on a near: 
by wall. The 20° by 30” oil on 
canvas done in shades of brown 
depicts the Cape Cod town as a 
barren desolate place. 

Both of these works, as their 
size suggests are done in large 
brush strokes. To offset this, the 
viewer is eventually led to the 
1948 Maxfield Parrish oil on 
masonite “Hunt Farm 


(Daybreak ),” which is done in 
small brush strokes, 

The artwork combines the 
use of lush green trees and 
grass, With a brown hues and 
barn and a blue stream 
runnnig through the property 
to proivide a peacecful, quiet 
setting. The scene is from an 
area close to Corniche, New 
Hampshire. 

“The beautiful barn, the 
beautiful trees, the beautiful 
dawn are a contrast to what 
happened in 1945 (when the 
atomic bob was dropped on 
Nagasaki and Hiroshima to 
end = World = War = II).” 
Fairbrother said. 

As another contrast in this 
first gallery, Fairbrother has 
deliberately hung an abstract 
by Hans Hoffman called
